OHN ERSKINE is again rear­ 
ranging the accepted lives of 
those who lived long ago—or are 
presumed to have lived. 
This time It is Casanova, whose 
reputation with the world as a 
first quality, grade A, unpasteur­ 
ised rake rests on his own assur­ 
ances and has given a certain 
► 
amount of pleasure to several gen­ 
erations. . 
Anyway, Mr. Erskine has writ­ 
ten a revised version which he 
calls “Casanova's Women’’. In this 
he describes Casanova's wander- 
Jabr in extraordinarily 
different 
terms from the familiar, much in 
the spirit of the same author’s 
immortal reconstruction of Helen 
of Troy s legend. 
He indicates that Casanova may 
have been indulging, chiefly, 
a 
tendency toward wishful thinking. 
And he make* fabulously amusing 
people out of most of Casanova's 
“victims." particularly when they 
are victimizing the hero himself.

A-* States Is doing cannot be laughed off. After 
allowances for Dr. Goebbels’ Nazi touch and such 
misconstructions as are inevitable when one nation 
tries to understand another, the German viewpoint 
deserves attention, particularly th# part that ap* 
pears between the lines. 
The Nazi regime that now controls every govern­ 
ment in Europe, with the possible exception of Tur­ 
key and Greece, provided they are backed up by 
G reat Britain, says the United States is planning 
to play with fire in the hope of falling heir to the 
British empire. 
This nation, charges the Nazis, is prolonging the 
war by giving help to Great Britain and exposing 
Itself thereby to European revolutionists. Germany 
and its allies will not permit material from the 
United States to rsach Great Britain and its allies. 
Americans not only will be barred from helping 
other nations to resist the totalitarian revolution, 
but will be destroyed in turn by the forces they 
hope to resist. They have been bamboozled into 
national suicide. 
That Is what the Nazis say. Many of them—most 
o f them—perhaps believe IL Some Americans be­ 
lieve it, too, and probably tom e Englishmen. But 
It is not close to the objective truth; it d oesn t 
take into account one fact that no German dares 
mention—the fact that the N ail revolution Is not 
operating In a static world. As a dynamic force— 
and no one denies It Is a dynamic force—It has 
been the cause of creating another dynamic force, 
potentially greater than Its own. 
Th* United States never bas come close to real­ 
izing its own potantlal strength. Challenged by the 
N ail claim that Germany la entitled to be the 
world’s master nation, Americana collectively have 
replied, "Se* who?” 
Germany's second bid for world dominance In one 
generation not only bas vitalized the United States, 
but has had the effect of breathing new lite Into 
Great Britain, which was well-advanced in a process 
of genteel decay. For the long pull It may turn 
out to have been the means of restoring the lost 
vigor of the French nation. The thing Germany 
overlooked at the beginning of World war I—that 
nations do not remain static according to tha pre­ 
determined 
plans of 
their 
conqueror—hat 
risen 
to plague It again, lf the same lesson hadn’t been 
forgotten by Great Britain and France in the years 
between 1920 and 1940 Germany, Itself, never would 
have been allowed to develop the means of making 
another challenge for m astery of the world. It 
seem s to think it holds a monopoly on dynamic 
force. It has been betrayed by its broody philoso­ 
phers and their political disciples. 
As for the assertion that the United States hopes 
to fall heir to the British Empire: T hat could hap­ 
pen. lf the United States were Interested' in falling 
heir to empires, it could happen very easily. For­ 
tunately, there is no sign at the moment that the 
United States, which only lied to itself once about 
the desirability of empires and soon regretted that, 
Is planning to acquire any more headaches than 
are the natural accompaniment of being the world's 
strongest naUcvi. Aside from territory ueeded for 
naval security, this country wouldn’t take the Brit­ 
ish Empire as a gift, which is something no Ger­ 
man could be expected to understand. 
And as for the United States being wide open 
to European revolutionaries, it looks as though the 
cream of the totalitarian evangelists would have 
plenty 
to do to keep their domestic "c o n v erts’ 
lined up in the authoritarian faith. 


I TOW 
grave ere 
the 
risks 
of 
the 
decision 
that 
has 
been 
taken 
no one can 
foresee. 
But 
it 
la certain 
that had 
this de­ 
cision been taken sooner, the risks 
would 
have 
been 
immeasurably 
smaller. Had the decision been de­ 
layed any longer, the risk would 
have been immensely greater. 
As it is, the only way to di­ 
minish the risks of the policy is 
to execute It s w i f t l y and with all 
possible zeal. 
T he risks are large 
because we are late. T hey will lie 
risks that this very great nation 
can manage lf, late as it is, we are 
resolved not lo be too late and 
not to do too little. 
Our safely depends 
upon how 
quickly tho country realizes that 
the more powerful la its action, 
the less costly it will be. 
In civil 
life we know quite well that lf 
there is trouble, be it a disease of 
the body or a fire in the attic or 
a run on the bank, the longer 
we walt 
to apply any adequate 
remedy, the more drastic are the 
measures that we eventually have 
to take. 
In war it Is even more true that 
to he too late and to do too little 
is to multiply beyond calculation 
the risks and the sacrifices. It is 
the simple truth 
that American 
lives and American treasure have 
been Jeopardized because we have 
waited so long and that they can 
be conserved only by the speed, 
the adequacy 
and 
the 
effective­ 
ness of what we now do. 


I F ll. It. 1776 had been enacted 
* two years ago. lf six months 
before 
the w ar 
began, 
we 
had 
taken the same decision to make 
the United States the arsenal of 
democracy, 
is 
there 
any 
doubt 
that the chances of our becoming 
involved 
In a 
world 
war would 
have been much less than they 
are today? I realize th at no de­ 
mocracy Is ever as forehanded as 
that. But Just 
suppose 
we 
had 
been. 
W hatever the effect in Germany, 
it Is certain that the effect on 
France, on Italy, on Turkey, on 
the Balkans and on Japan would 
have been profound. Even today 
the affect of our decision is pro­ 
found throughout the world. This 
same decision 
taken 
before the 
great campaign of aggression got 
started 
undoubtedly 
would 
have 
aroused and fortified the will to 
resist it. For it would have been 
notice in advance, and when there 
was time 
to 
mobilize 
American 
Industry, that while Hitler might 
win the first battles, he surely 
must lose the war.

It is the contention 
of our members that people looking at the fish ta 
cruelty to the fish. The fish do not care to look a t 
people. This is definitely established by the laws 
of piscatorial nature. Of all the mllliona of fish In 
the world, there are none that of their own volition. 
in their native hubitat, make it a point to look at 
people. 


rr H E SPCF defies anyone to produce proof of fish 
I 
ever deliberately spying upon human beings, 
of poking and prying into the habits and customs 
of men and women or even little children. If there 
Is anything fish love it is privacy. They always seek 
out the most secluded places th m ake their homes 
Thus it Is clear that when fish are exposed publicly 
to the vulgar gaze of gaping spectators, as in aquar­ 
iums and fish bowls they Buffer from humiliation 
and embarrassm ent. 
That is what the SPC F tries to prevent—suffering 
among fish. Our readers may rem em ber the valiant 
if somewhat fruitless efforts of our organization to 
induce the fishermen of the country first to apply to 
the poor fish some anaesthetic before permitting 
them to swallow those cruel, rending, barbed hooks, 
or brutally spearing them with pronged steel gaffs. 
They may remember, too, that the SPCF also had 
volunteers from among its members going around 
fishing spots equipped with hypodermic* with which 
they painlessly killed the fish that the fishermen let 
flop about on the ground gasping piteously for a 
breath of air. But we had to stop this hum ane prac­ 
tice because the fishermen complained th at the 
drug used gave their families ptomaine poisoning. 
Personally, we think it was just bad fish. 


/^ \F LATE YEARS, the ladies’ auxiliary of the 
^ 
SPCF. known as the Antl-Stuffed-Fish society 
has rendered wonderful service to the cause, and we 
take this occasion to express our gratitude. The 
Anti-Stuffeds frown upon mounted fish of all kinds 
as wall decorations. The knowledge that they can. 
not display the taxidennied evidence of their pisca­ 
torial prowess gradually is reducing the num ber of 
fishermen, especially those who sought the biggest 
fish. No one ever wanted to mount a minnow. 
In the battle between Mr. Moses and the New 
York sentimentalists, the SP C F is more or less 
against them both. It is the sense of our organiza­ 
tion that the fish should be taken out to sea and.

I 
In a wheelbarrow, ground it in a 
coffee mill held between his knees 
and bolled the first slip In an Iron 
pot over a fire built on the river 
bank. The ware, made in this ex­ 
tremely crude fashion, was taken 
down 
the Ohio river by Isaac 
Knowles on a storeboat and sold 
to tho farm ers 
and 
Inhabitants 
of th# small river towns. 
This program met the needs of 
the pioneer pottery for a short 
time, but in 1841 Mr. Bennett was 
Joined by his three brothers, who 
were also English 
potters. 
The 
business 
began 
to outgrow 
the 
methods 
of 
m arketing and the 
brothers were puzzled. 
A fter discarding several plans 
they decided to ask the up-river 
steam ers to stop at tho landing 
near the foot of Market et. and 
they would load their ware aboard, 
accompany it to Pittsburgh and 
sell It in the open m arket. 
Captains Agreed To Plan 
Tho river captains were agree­ 
able to the plan and the brothers 
packed the entire output of their 
pottery in huge, cumbersome crates 
and hauled them to the landing 
After a time the steam boat C ari­ 
nal came around the bend, ft was 
In mid-stream and gave no indica­ 
tion 
of 
coming 
to 
shore. 
The 
brothers watched the boat out of 
sight and then looked 
at each 
other In dismay. 
"I nigh called out my lungs." 
Edwin Bennett gasped. “But they 
'ad no idear o’ stoppin’." 
"Maybe they were loaded." sug­ 
gested a bystander. “They ain't 
us* to pickin’ up freight here at 
Liverpool. We’ve never had any 
to ship before." 
The bystander’# diagnosis was 
correct. The steam boat captains 
did not consider seriously the pos­ 
sibilities of freight from the little 
hamlet. Therefore, they left no 
spec# on 
their vessels for 
the 
ware from the Bennett pottery. 
“We hest be doin sumwha about 
this ourseu.-' Jam es Bennett said 
disgustedly. “We canna be w aitin' 
for them to tak' our ware up river. 
They’ll wunna stop " 
A Strange Predicament 
Tt w as a strange predicament 
facing th* potters. They had the 
war* to sail but no way of getting 
it to market. The brothers alm ost 
bad decided 
to 
dip 
into 
their 
meager capital and buy a horse 
and wagon when one night Daniel 
Bennett had an Inspiration. 
“We’ve nay th ’ sense we was 
horned with.” he told his brothers 
candidly. “We’ve na call to buy a 
’ors# and cart. T here* th* whole 
rhrar awaitin' for us. Why na 
build our own boat’’ 
Th# town people who secretly 
had suspected the Bennett broth­ 
ers of being mentally deranged, 
now wero certain 
of the fact. 
Float down tho river with a boat 
load of merchandise was the ac­ 
cepted procedure But, to build a 
raft, load It w ith ware and pole 
thalr way to Pittsburgh against 
currant! The Idea wa* preposter­ 


ous and they wasted no time In 
expressing their opinion of such a 
ridiculous enterprise. 
Despite the advice given them 
by the entire village, the brothers 
built their raft, loaded the crate# 
aboard and started on their dif­ 
ficult journey up the river. Two 
of the brothers accompanied the 
ware, while the rem aining two ob­ 
tained passage on a packet. The 
pottery was padlocked until their 
return. 


The trip was made safely and 
the ‘brothers set 
up their tem ­ 
porary m arket near the Point in 
Pittsburgh. The venture was suc­ 
cessful from several angles. The 
ware sold at higher prices and 
the river captains realized they 
had ignored some lucrative freight­ 
ing. After that one trip, neither 
the 
Bennett 
brothers 
nor 
any 
local potter had difficulties in ob­ 
taining transportation of ware.
